WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&—A pre- 
liminary analysis of the Soviet

In studying results of the still- 
secret analysis, officials have 
been disturbed by the develop- 
mental progress and technical 
sophistication shown by the Soviet 
Union in. reducing the weight and 
increasing the explosive yield of 
Strategic weapons.

Viet scientists succeeded in dras- 
tically reducing the size of the 
fission bomb trigger 

Change in the Lead. 

Before the Soviet Union re- 
sumed atmospheric testing Sept. 
1, the general appraisal was that 
the United States had a lead in 
quantity and in quality of its 
atomic arsenal. After analyzing 
the results of the Soviet test 
series, which consisted of about 
50 explosions, well-informed of- 
ficials say it no longer can be 
stated with any assurance ‘that 
the United States has a decided 
technological lead. 

Officials who have been briefed 
on the analysis of the Soviet test 
series reported that it shows the 
Soviet Union made substantial 
progress in weapons design—as 
would be expected from such an 
intensive test series which ap- 
parently was in preparation for 
more than a year. As a result of 
this progress, officials said, the 
analysis indicates that the Soviet 
Union may have moved ahead of 
the United States in some areas 
of weapons design.

were understood to have been 
reached in an analysis by a 
panel of scientists headed by Dr. 
Hans A. Bethe of Cornell Uni- 
. versity.

One Key Factor. 

The Bethe pane! report sup- 
plies one key factor in the Ad- 
ministration’s impending decision | 
on whether to resume atmos- | 
pheric tests. The other key fac- 
tors, still. being studied and de- 
bated wichin the Administration, ' 
is what impact the Soviet wea- 
pons progress has on United 
States military strength and what 
military weapons requirements 
cannot be met except through 
atmospheric tests. 

Bethe, who has long been one 
of the leading scientific op- 
ponents of resumption of test- 
ing, recently has taken the pub- 
lic position that the United States 
has no alternative but to pro- 
ceed with underground tests in 
view of the Soviet test series. 
He has not ruled out the pos- 
sibility that the United States 
will have to conduct tests in the 
atmosphere, particuarly to study 
the physical effects of explosions 
at high altitudes. 

Although the Soviet tests were 
aimed primarily at development

AFTER SIX MONTHS 


MOSCOW. Dec. & (AP)—Soviet 
Communications. Minister Niko- 
lai Psurtsev complained yeste 
day that 60 per cent of the tele- 
vision sets sold in the Soviet 
Union this year failed to work 
longer than six months 

Psurtsev said there are only 
6.000.000 television sets In opera- 
tion in the Soviet Union. He said 
that by 1965 there should be 15.- 
000,000. 

Psurtsev complained the 
Supreme Soviet also about the 
quality of Soviet telephones, 
which are in short supply. He 
said 80 per cent of telephones 
received from Latvia last year 
and installed in Moscow had to 
be repaired shortly thereafter. 

Concerning the lack of tele- 
phones he gave these statistics 
for 1958 through 1960 

In Leningrad there were 73,900 
requests for telephones but only 
17,492 were installed; in Kiev 
there were 45,337 requests but 
only 605 were filled. And 
Baku there were 19,600 requests 
and 2225 new phones. He said 
500,000 apartments in Moscow 
were unable to get phones.

In introducing the speakers,

W. McGovern, who was suc-

“People can sit down in Tra- 
falgar square as long as they 
wish,” he said, ‘‘but infiltrating 
into an airfield in modern con- 
ditions is a highly dangerous 
operation.” 

Committee leaders refused to 
call off their plans despite the 
elaborate precautions being 
made by police and security offi- 
cials. The measures include a 
call-up of thousands of extra 
policemen and the mobilization 
of British military units. 

The Committee of 100, which is 
headed by philosopher Bertrand 
Russell, said 30 bus loads of 
demonstrators would be sent to 
the United States Air Force base

long. The subway in Moscow is 
estimated to be capable of hold- 
ing from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 
persons. There are unconfirmed 
reports that Soviet subways have 
been equipped with blast-proof 
doors against nuclear attack. 
There is another report, also 
unconfirmed, that construction 
of an underground national head- 
quarters is being rushed in an 
area seven miles from Moscow. 
This is said to be buried 1300 
feet underground and to be able 
to take a direct hit from a 20- 
megaton bomb. Stores are pro- 
vided for two years. 

This may be no more signifi- 
cant than the underground com- 
mand post that has been built 
by the United States in the 
mountains on the Maryland- 
Pennsylvania border. 

WHILE SOVIET literature 
about shelters is devoted pri- 
marily to protection from radio- 
active fallout, Sweden, in con- 
trast, has devoted relatively 
large sums to provision of blast- 
proof shelters dug into moun- 
tains for city populations, Swe- 
den has the most effective shel- 
ter program in the world with 
Switzerland possibly next. 

Swedish expenditures on civil 
defense amount to $ per per- 
son annually. A comparable fig- 
ure for the United States would 
now amount to $740,000,000 an- 
nually.

“T’'ve read several letters and 
one or two articles in the Post- 
Dispatch concerning the unhappi- 
ness of the recently recalled reserv- 
ists. A flood of letters has been 
written by these brave, sacrilicing 
citizen soldiers to J.F.K. and Mc- 
Namara protesting their current 
situation. 

“If I'm not mistaken, all of the 
units called up have been from the 
active reserve and the national 
guard. Unless they have changed 
the rules concerning: military obli- 
gation, the period of time spent in 
acfive reserve is contingent upon 
the time spent on active duty, the 
general rule being that the shorter 
the time on active duty, the longer 
one has to spend on active reserve 
status 

‘‘Those who choose to spend mint- 
mum time on active duty are gam- 
bling that no crisis will arise which 
will make it necessary for them to 
return to regular duty.

The emphasis that President Kennedy is 
giving to a broad new foreign trade and tariff 
program should not curtail Administration 
efforts in the long-neglected field of tax re- 
form. The two programs are closely related. 

The outstanding feature of the Administra- 
tion’s tax program is an incentive for new in- 
dustrial investment designed o make Ameri- 
can industry more competitive in world trade 
and to stimulate economic growth. 

The House Ways and Means Committee, 
headed by Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, has 
given tentative approval to the draft of a 
bill that is a diluted version of the original 
Kennedy proposal. It provides that business, 
in addition to tax deductions for depreciation, 
may take as a credit on tax bills 8 per cent 
of the outlays for new equipment. 

This committee must also pass on the trade 
and tariff program and, it is argued, if the 
Administration concentrates its strength on 
this legislation, tax reform will be pigeon- 
holed until 1963 or later. Both need atten- 
tion now. 


To attraet support from business for the 
tax program, the Treasury Department has 
permitted the cost of some .extile machinery 
to be written off in 15 instead of 25 years. 
Depreciation rules for all industries are being 
studied. Treasury Secretary Dillon believes 
that faster write-offs generate additional 
profits which tend to cancel any immediate 
revenue losses. 

Labor is opposed to liberalizing deprecia- 
tion rules except as a part of general tax re- 
form. Labor economists contend depreciation 
allowances have been rising steadily and fur- 
ther concessions are not needed. Labor's 
tax program includes raising the present 295 
per cent limit on the capital gains tax; de- 
creasing the 2742 per cent oil depletion al- 
lowance, and presidential authority to cut 
taxes on low incomes in time of’ economic 
Stress, 


The Administration has proposed closing 
a number of tax loopholes to make up the 
$1,100,000,000 a year that would be lost by 
the industrial investment credit. It proposes 
to abolish the tax credit and exclusion 
for dividends; establish a withholding system 
for dividends; impose strict limitations on 
deductions for travel and entertainment ex- 
penses, and tax profits of overseas subsid- 
laries when earned. These proposals go a 
long way to correct inequities in the present 
tax laws and probably are the maximum that 
can be expected of Congress at this time. They 
should be pushed. 

The Administration plans to ask Congress 
late in the session to make a general review 
of all taxes and take action on a major over- 
haul of the Internal Revenue Code in 1963. 
But there is no good reason why the partial 
improvements that can be made now should 
wait on a general reform. The modernization 
of our industrial plant, to make it more com- 
petitive in expanding world trade, needs to be 
pressed without delay. 


Operation Correction 


The American Civil Liberties Union of 
northern California has produced a film en- 
titled “Operation Correction,” in reply to a 
film promoted by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee entitled “Operation Ab- 
olition.” The only difference between the 
two films is in the narration, yet they tell 
almost opposite stories. The committee ver- 
sion was.supposed to prove that students who 
demonstrated against the committee in 1960 
were Communist dupes. The A.C.L.U. ver- 
sion carefully identifies parts of the film 
taken out of proper time sequence, and dis- 
tinguishes between student demonstrators and 
Communists subpenaed by the committee. 

At the time of the San Francisco demon- 
strations a city official, who had not been 
present, said of the film that “the pictures 
speak for themselves: they are true.” Yet at 
this point in history the notion that pictures 
are pristine representations of fact can be a 
trifle unsophisticated. Composite — photo- 
graphs have been used in politics: films may 
be edited to tell the truth or distort it. There 
is an old political adage to the effect that 
figures do not lie but liars figure. Some of 
the same healthy skepticism is merited in 
dealing with political propaganda on film or 
photograph. 


Debate on Red China 


Indications now are that the United States 
will be able to prevent for another year the 
admission of Communist China to the United 
Nations. But in any event, the debae in the 
General Assembly should serve to place all 
the arguments on this thorny question before 
the public, and that is where they should be. 
The present United States position of oppos- 
ing Red China’s admission but accepting de- 
bate of the question is far more defensible 
than the former policy of shutting off debate. 

Ambassador Adlai Stevenson’s speech set 
out in detail the reasons why the United 
States is against admitting Red China. He 
termed “wishful thoughts” the theory that 
Peiping’s admission would bring “this un- 
bridled power” under the influence of the 
world community, emphasizing Red China has 
“shown nothing but contempt for the U.N.” 

As Ambassador, Mr. Stevenson was proper- 
ly stating his country’s position. It is not 
necessarily his own. Two years ago he said 
the question of admission should be left up 
to the other members of the United Nations 
“without interference from this country.” He 
added that if Peiping were in the U.N. the 
Chinese would have to answer “almost daily” 
for things that have provoked world indigna- 
tion. 

The Kennedy Administration, however. 
chose to make at least one more fight against 
Peiping’s admission, probably because it did 
not wish to stir up conservatives in this coun- 
try who have made the issue a politically hot 
one. But some day the question will have to 
be faced from a broader viewpoint. It was 
the view of John Foster Dulles, before he be- 
came Secretary of State, that all nations, good 
and bad, should be represented in the U.N. 
This is the view that is coming to prevail in 
the world organization; the United States 
will probably be outvoted next year or the 
year after, if not this year. 

But that will not necessarily solve the prob- 
lem, for it is not known for sure whether 
the Soviet Union, despite its sponsorship of 
Red China, really wants Communist China 
in the U.N., nor is it known for sure whether 
Peiping would come in now if invited. Light 
may be shed on both ‘these questions in the 


debate. Also, the United States may find 
the guidance it needs in formulating an im- 
proved China policy. This would be welcome. 


St. Louis Will Not Be Fooled 


The proposed $26,566,000 city bond issue 
has been recommended unanimously to the 
Board of Aldermen by its Ways and Means 
committee. So it may be assumed that the 
board as a whole will indorse it next Friday, 
and it is to be hoped that the voters will do 
likewise on Jan. 23. 


The proposal is well within the city’s bond- 
ing limit, and it will have a favorable effect 
all over the city. It provides for sprucing up 
neighborhoods, improving streets and street 
lighting, more parks and playgrounds, ex- 
pansion of the public library, aecessary work 
on public buildings, children’s services, nd 
matching funds for substantial federal grants. 
It covers the “housekeeping” which must be 
done now unless more of the city is to de- 
teriorate to the point at which there will be 
no remedy other than demolition. Hence the 
solid approval of the Inter-Association of 
Neighborhood Organizations. 

A lone objector—implying that he. repre- 
sented others hiding their identity for fear 
of reprisals by “the downtown bluebloods”— 
spoke against bond money for municipal 
utilities in the stadium area, yet made the 
impossible suggestion that the stadium be 
built in the Mill Creek. area. This was self- 
interest purporting to speak in the public 
interest. The Aldermen, after the adoption 
of no less than eight ordinances in connec- 
tion with this project, are sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the facts not to be taken in. The 
whole community, not merely the business 
section, will gain by having the stadium and 
the National Transport -Auseum, too, as 
neighbors of the riverfront national park. 
They will form a tourist attraction highlv 
beneficial to the local economy, but they will 
be enjoyed first of all and most of all by St. 
Louisans—all of them 

It is a transparent disservice to single out 
an item in an integrated program, which to- 
gether with the 1955 bond issue schedule. 
really provides “something for everybody.” 
The elimination of any one project would 
diminish the value of all the others. About 
this St. Louis will not be fooled. 


Dr. Bethe’s Honor 


Dr. Hans Bethe’s. selection for the Enrico 
Fermi award was a happy one not only for 
his scientific attainments but even more so 
for his attitude toward the role of the scien- 
tist in the service of human welfare. “Peace 
will be the greatest discovery of our time,” a 
statement attributed to him, is a noble utter- 
ance, which, far from belittling scientific dis- 
covery, elevates it by putting it within the 
context of what should be its ultimate purpose. 

Dr. Bethe was a major contributor to the 
development of the atomic bomb, though he 
opposed that further development, the hydro- 
gen bomb. But he does not delude himself 
that true security lies in these or any other 
weapons. He has gone on to work for nuclear 
disarmament, and to make major contribu- 
tions in that field also. 

In these days when the name of science 
is sometimes degraded to political expediency 
~—when some of those who profess it use it to 
win arguments rather than to seek humbly 
after knowledge of the physical world—Hans 
Bethe is a most useful symbol of what science 
is and what the scientist should be. 


The Problem of the Reserves 

Although Secretary of the Army Stahr 
undoubtedly is right when 1e minimizes the 
relatively few complaints from the 119,500 
National Guardsmen and reservists who have 
been called up, it remains clear that some 
reforms and some changes in thinking are 
in order. As Mr. Stahr pointed out, one inter- 
national crisis after another may be expected, 
and completely ready military forces are 
required. 

Those members of Guard and reserve units 
which pay for drill and summer training and 
give credit toward pensions knew the obli- 
gation they incurred when they joined. Some, 
who were drafted, cut down their active 
service time considerably by going into a 
“ready” reserye unit. In only a few instances 
do these men have cause to compiiin over 
being called. But there also are reservists 
with prior active service who did not belong 
to units and were in unpaid status in the 
ready reserve. They were summoned as 
“fillers” to flesh out under-strength units, 

According to the Army, the ranks of the 
fillers had most of the “want-outs” and made 
most of the complaints, It is understandable 
that some of these fillers with two years or 
more service should be disgruntled when 
they are called while men who have served 
only six months are not called. A review of 
policy governing priority of calls seems in 
order. 

As for complaints that the Army was not 
adequately prepared to use or to train men, 
these should be thoroughly investigated. The 
old axiom that troops complain more over not 
being used than over being misused still 
holds true..The more use that is made of 
these men who have been called up, the bet- 
ter they will serve the diplomatic purposes 
President Kennedy had in mind when he 
decided to call the reserves. 


Withal, a disquieting belief emerges that 
the military reserve system is not as ready 
and reliable as it should be for the emer- 
gencies it might have to face. Last May 25 
President Kennedy optimistically told Con- 
gress plans were in motion that would “allow 
us to almost double the combat power of the 
Army in less than two months.” Plainly, the 
goal has not been achieved.

Civil defense, it. is said, “‘increases 
markedly our ability to survive war if 
(the war) is fought by rational meth- 
ods.”’ But there is little reason to 
think that a real war will be fought 
hy the rational strategies of game the- 
ory that are supplied as inputs to a 
computer. The experience of history 
suggests that the first exchange, if 
“rational,’’ will trigger an unlimited 
escalation of violence, going on to the 
final exhaustion and destruction of the 
installed capacity 
for violence. We 
must remember 
Hiroshima as well 

of as Pearl Harbor. 

The escalation

is already under 

way. We are passing from an era of 
research and development into an era 
of intercontinental push-button arma- 
ments in readiness for action. The 
major thermonuclear powers will soon 
have others in their Jovian company. 


We are personally witness to this 
escalation, in the rising tide of callous- 
ness and brutality here at home. It is 
to be seen, at the top level of our Gov- 
ernment, in the writing off of Tucson 
and other cities by the siting of missile 
bases in their immediate environs. It 
erupts in an ugly way, at the middle 
level, in the vigilante league of Las 
Vegas and Bakersfield against the pro- 
spective refugees from Los Angeles. 

It shames our people before. the 
world in the climax of American 
privatism that prescribes a sawed-off 
shotgun as equipment for the family 
fallout shelter.

tive Capacity. It disengages the citi- 
zen from vigilance over the rationality 
and responsibility of his elected of- 
ficials. 

On the other side of the world power 
contest, in satisfaction of the equations 
of war-game theory, it invites a Pre- 
emptive Strike. For the dubious pro- 
tection it promises, civil defense has 
exacted a dangerous cost to national 
security. 3 

It is clear that, in launching its fall- 
out-shelter program, the Administration 
has sought to find a compromise. Be- 
t'veen the still overwhelning popular 
reluctance to accept violence as a way 
of life on the one hand and the pres- 
sure to ‘‘do something” on the other, 
the Administration has cut its problem 
down the middle. 

The Administration has yielded to 
pressure from essentially two quarters. 
The first originates with irresponsible 
politicians in both parties who have 
adopted fallout defense as a mode of 
political dynamism. The second and 
much more significant pressure origi- 
nates with the military and its com- 
mitment to military solutions, backed 
by the powerful economic interest in 
those solutions that has come to be 
the biggest business in the land. 

But a primary responsibility for this 
hoax on public opinion must be attrib- 
uted to those authors of fraud by com- 
puter who produced the literature that 
argues the feasibility of thermonuclear 
war. 

The Administration’s purchase of this 
hoax raises two grim possibilities. 


First, it may have seriously compro- 
mised its capacity to rally public opin- 
ion in favor of the settlements it is 
seeking to negotiate at the conference 
table 

Second, in the’ mood of. mounting 
fear and truculence, the Administration 
may find it has provoked demagogic 
clamor for a civii defense program 
going far beyond the present one 

Such programs have been studied 
and estimated in a preliminary way. 
The down payment on the cost of tak- 
ing the nation undergrourd would be 
150 billion dollars. But that is only the 
fiscal cost. The social cost of going 
underground woula not fall short of 
the total transformation of our way of 
life, the suspens‘on of cur civil institu- 
tions, the habituation of our people to 
violence and the ultimate militariza- 
tion of our society. 

By that time it would surely be diffi- 
cult to define the ideological conflict 
that the war is supposed to be fought 
about, And by that time the technology 
of thermonuclear war will n- doubt be 
equal to hunting out its targets under- 
ground. 

If this analysis suggests that a third 
alternative to the choice of surrender 
or death may be found in the Garrison 
State, let me urge a fourth alternative. 
We must accept the truth that thermo- 
uuclear war cannot settle even the 
most irreconcilable conflict to any- 
body's satisfaction. With -"l due cau- 
tion, at the present stage in the escala- 
tion of terror, we must seek the settle- 
ment of political differences by peace- 
ful means. 

Concurrently we must ek an imme- 
diate halt in the arms race and there- 
after general and complete disarma- 
ment under controls that will protect 


mankind from its resumption. 


The conflicts that hang over from 
the good old pre-thermonuclear days 
cannot be arbitrated by war. They 
must be settled before madness, stu- 
pidity, accident or the arms race itself 
precipitates the war. 

If we enter into negotiation in dis- 
trust and fear of the other party, we 
must bear in mind that the other party 
bears the same distrust and fear of us. 
If we think they lack our sophisticated 
appreciation of the menace of thermo- 
nuclear weapons, let us recall that 
they have fresh in memory their 
25,000,000 dead of World War II.

Irvin Goode, Kentucky U. cen- 
ter who was the Cards’ second 
pick in the first round of the 
N_F.L., found himself involved 
in a dual contract controversy 
between the N.F_] and the 
American Football League. * 

Signed Before Draft. 

Goode signed a conditional 

a@greement with the Dallas Tex- 


ans early last Saturday morning | 


before the A.F.L. draft. and 
Commissioner Joe Foss of that 
league last night approved that 
contract. Goode on Tuesday also 
had signed with the Cardinals 

Rob Jackson, New Mexico 
State fullback, was the second- 
round draft choice of the Cards 
actually the third selection fol 
lowing Echols and Goode. and 
this morning the San Diego 
Chargers announced thev had 
signed Jackson 

Walter Wolfner, managing 
djrector of the Cardinals, said 
today, after learning that the 
A.F.L. had approved Goode’s 
contract with the Texans, that 
he was sure Goode would play 
with the Cardinals. 

“T don't believe that a contract 
ean be binding if it isn’t equi 
table on both sides.” Wolfner 
said. 

Contract Condition. 

The condition in Goode's con 
tract with the Texans was that 
the Dallas club had to select the 
player in the A.F.L. draft late: 
on Saturday. after Goode had 
figned at an early morning 
hour 

Wolfner helieved this would 
have enabled the Texans to 
avoid the contract by failing to 
select Goode in the draft. In ap- 
proving the contract, however 
A.F.L. Commissioner Foss noted 
that the Texans had fulfilled 
the condition 

As to Jackson's signing by the 
Chargers. Wolfner said he had 
understood ‘from his coaches 
that thhe plaver had not signed 
but that he knew Jackson had 
gone to Los Angeles to. see 
Charger officials It's possible 
we'll lose him.”’ Wolfner said 

As a top choice, Echols was 
helieved to have signed for 
about $12,000 with the Car- 
dinals. Both he and Goode 
were highly rated as pro pros 
pects. 

At Lexington, Ky., today 
Goode said he was waiting to 
hear from the Texans, but he 
gave no indication of what he 
thought would happen. 

Explanation By Foss. 

Foss, at Dalias, told the Post- 
Dispatch that he is approving 
the Texans’ contract with Goode 
despite the fact that Goode was 
listed in the league's. secret 


draft 


“IT am not considering that 
tn be a factor because there 
were so few cases in which 
the secret draft was similar to 
the regular draft,”’ Foss said. 


The Cardinals. believing that 
N_F.L, Commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle and Foss had an_ under- 
standing that neither league 
would sign players before the 
regular draft sessions of each, 
ascertained that Goode had 
signed with the Texans prior to 
the Dallas draft 

On that basis, assistant Cardi- 
nal coach Chuck Drulis signed 
the player Tuesday afternoon. 

Wife Is From Kirkwood. 
(,o0de said today that orizgi- 

nally he and his wife, a Kirk- 
wood (Mo.) girl, had heen in- 
terested in making their home 
in Dallas, but the athlete said 
that later, after he had signed 
the Texans’ contract, he became 
‘terribly upset.” 

“It was stupid on my part,” 
Goode said. He answered 
“ves. sir” to a question 
whether the Cardinals had of- 
fered him more money to sign, 
hut he refused to say whether 
either club had given him a 
bonus. 

Asked whether he believed the 
paper he signed for the Texans 
was not a contract, Goode said, 
‘| just didn’t realize the im- 
portance of it.” 

The Goode case is the third 
dual contract signing since the 
pro leagues started their con- 
tract drives. Foss yesterday ap- 
proved a similar conditional con- 
tract signed by tackle Ray Ja- 
cobs with the Houston Oilers 
four days before the A.F.L. 
draft.

Knowing exactly what type of 
heise you want can save many 
wasted hours in the tedious job 
of house hunting. 

"Fhe one, one and one-half, two- 
stoyy or split level all have ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, and 
it is best to mull these over be- 
fore setting out in search of that 
dream house. 

A. M. Watkins, a real estate 
authority of Piermont, N. Y., 
devotes part of a new 33-page 
booklet, “How To Judge a 
House.”’ to this subject. 

He reports that the chief ad- 
vantage of a one-story house is 
that it eliminates stairs, making 
it particularly good for mothers 
with infants and for elderly per- 
sons. 

But, he adds, many one-story 
houses lack good zoning. With 
such a house ask yourself if you 
can entertain in the living room 
without disturbing the children 
in the bedrooms. Is there a place 
for parents to flee for privacy? 

Another advantage of the one- 
story is its aptness for indoor- 
outdoor living, every room being 
at ground level. This is at its 
best when doorways permit di- 
rect access to the patio or ter- 
race. 


It’s Deceiving. 

The one und one-half story 
house is a Cape Cod with an ex- 
pansion attic that some persons 
feel is an extra bonus. How- 
ever, this extra space for little 
extra money is deceiving, ac 
cording to Watkins. 

You start with a small house 
and add second floor rooms as 
you need them. But, because this 
is only converted attic space, the 
upstairs rooms under the roof 
tend to be torrid in the summer 
and hard to heat in winter. Ex- 
tra thick insulation should be 
used upstairs and good ventila- 
tion should be provided under 
the roof. 

Watkins says a two-story house 
usually is lower in cost and bet- 
ter in the long run. If you should 
get a one and one-half story 
house ask about ample heating 
capacity for the future rooms 
upstairs, and for heating ducts 
or pipes installed up to the 
second floor and capped until 
they are needed, he advises. 

The two-story house offers na- 
tural zoning between the upstairs 
and downstairs, crams the most 
living space onto a small lot, and 
provides much space for com- 
paratively little cost. 

Stairway Important. 

The stairway location is very 
important in a two-story house; 
poor stairway location is a com- 
mon defect, according to the 
booklet. The stairs often slice 
through the middle of the house

Fringe Decay 
Threatens 
Downtown 


Cities ignoring the decay into 
slums of areas fringing central 
business districts will lose the 
fight to keep downtown competi- 
tive, predicts a spokesman for 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards. 

“The flight to suburbia in the 
last decade will be matched in 
impact over the next 10 years by 
the stifling effect of growing 
blighted areas at the doorstep of 
downtown, if civic and business 
leaders do not reverse the 
trend,”’ states F. Lawrence Dow, 
Hartford, Conn., chairman of 
N.A.R.E.B.'s Build America Bet- 
ter Committee 


Dow! reports that a team of 


realtor experts who reviewed 
urban renewal problems in 
Charleston, W.Va... concluded 
that a blighted area within a 


short walk of the commercial 
heart of the city posed a major 
threat to the continued growth 
of an otherwise healthy down- 
town. The team recommended, 
in a report submitted recently 
that the city set up a conserva- 
tion-centered renewal program 
that would preserve and im- 
prove sound existing structures 
and remove those that could not 
be brought to satisfactory min- 
imum standards 

“A program such as this can 
provide for Charleston, as well 
as many other cities with close- 
in blighted areas, a real shot-in- 
the-arm for healthy downtown 
development and continued sta- 
bility,’ according to Dow. 

‘“‘However, grandiose clear- 
ance programs that would apply 
the bulldozer to the many square 
miles of gray area that lie be- 
tween downtown and suburbia 
in most cities are unnecessary 
to achieve the goal,”’ says Dow. 
He proposes instead that ‘‘prac- 
tical conservation and rehabili- 
tation programs, spot clearance, 
new construction on available 
sites, public improvements such 
as recreation areas, vigorous en 
forcement of housing code stand- 
ards, and elimination of disrup- 
tive through-traffic, can make 
these problem areas into neigh- 
borhoods of exceptional amenity 
that will protect the downtown 
and provide new business.”

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SUPREME COURT 
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HEARS SIX RED 
INQUIRY APPEALS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court heard argu- 
ments yesterday in appeals by 
Six persons who declined to an- 
swer questions before congres- 
sional committees in investiga- 
tions of Communism. 

The six were convicted of con- 
tempt of Congress in separate 
cases, but the questions present- 
ed were similar 

The convictions were upheld 
by the court of appeals here 
Some of those convicted were 
questioned by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activi- 
tes, the others by. the Senate 
internal security subcommittee 

None of the six invoked the 
Fifth Amendment protection 
against self-incrimination 

In a case involving Robert 
Shelton, news employe of the 
New York Times, his attorney. 
Joseph L. Rauh Jr., told the 
court that Shelton had been 
called as a witness ‘“‘by acci- 
dent.” 

Rauh contended the Govern 
ment had ‘conceded the case.” 
in its argument to the high 
court, by admitting that a con- 
gressional committee must have 
reasonable grounds for summon- 
ing a person as a witness. 

Bruce J. Terris, assistant to 


the United States solicitor gen- 
eral, told the court that a con- | 


gressional committee might pull 
a man off the street as a wit- 
ness but that it must have ‘‘rea- 
sonable grounds’’ before asking 
if he was a Communist 

Rauh said there was no rea- 
sonable ground for calling 
Shelton, a point disputed by 
Terris, who pointed to testimony 
by committee officials that the 
committee had received a letter 
which mentioned a man named 
Shelton. 

Rauh said it is his contention 
that no letter exists 

At one point, Chief Justice 
Earl Warren asked Terris: If 
@ committee were to pull a man 
off the street, ask him if he were 
a Communist and the man truth- 
fully said ‘‘no,’’ would the man 
be injured? 

Terris ecncedec the man 
would be injured. In reply to a 
question by Justice Felix Frank- 
furter, Terris said it is within 
the power of Congress to cause 
injury for which there is no 
judicial relief. 

Shelton was sentenced to six 
months in prison and fined $500. 

Other appeals on which the 
hizh tribunal is hearing argu- 
ments were filed on behalf of 

Norton Anthony Russell of 
Yellow Springs, O., under sen- 
tence of 30 davs and $500 fine. 

Alden Whitman, a New York 
Times copy editor, six months 
and $500 fine 

Herman Liveright, one-time 
program director of New Or- 
leans television station WDSU, 
who was sentenced to three 
months and fined $500. 

William A. Price, former re- 
porter of the New York Daily 
News, who got three months 
and was fined $500. 

John T. Gojack, a _ trade 
unionist of Columbus, O. His 
sentence was nine months and 

200 fine. 

Whitman's attorney argued 
that Whitman had answered 
questions of the Senate internal 
security subcommittee . pertain- 
ing to his connection with the 
Communist party from 1935 to 
1948 but had balked at identify- 
ing other members, at being 
forced to be ‘‘an informer.”

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PILOT PROGRAM | 


FOR RETRAINING 
OBLESS STARTS 


HUNTINGTON, W.Va., Dec. 8 
(AP)—Can the jobless West Vir- 
ginia coal miner be retrained 
for a new occupation? 

“Yes, it's been our experience 
that those who are interested 
and have the aptitude can be 
retrained,”’ says S. D. McMillen, 
state director of vocational edu- 
cation 

Coal miners and others out of 
work are going back to school 
to learn new trades under the 
Federal Government's pilot re- 
training program. 

The Federal Government is 
putting up $135,000 to provide 
for the retraining of 325 jobless 
persons who have shown an 
aptitude for such fields or 
trades as small-appliance repair, 
automatic transmission repair, 
automobile mechanics, waiters 
and waitresses, nursing aid, 
route salesmen, stenography and 
typing. 

What happens may set the 
Pattern for similar retraining 
courses under the Federal Area 
Redevelopment Act 


Under State Direction. 

The actual retraining will be 
handled by state and local of- 
ficials who are old hands at 
this sort of thing. West Virginia, 
piagued with unemployment, has 
had its own retraining program 
since 1959. 

“l believe West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania are the only states 
operating their own retraining 
programs on a widespread 
scale,’’ McMillen said. “The two 
states have similar problems, 
high unemployment in the mine 
fields and in industrial areas.” 

The West Virginia Department 
of Employment Security lists 
63.300, or 10.2 per cent of its 
labor force, as out of work. Al- 
though there is no breakdown 
of the jobless by occupation, 
state officials say a large ma- 
jority are coal miners. 

They point to figures which 
show the mine employment in 
the state has dwindled from a 
peak of 140,400 in 1949 to 45,300 
this year. 

Some early critics maintained 
that even if the coal miners 
could be retrained, they 
wouldn’t leave their homes to 
find work. 

McMillen says he has prelim- 
inary figures to prove other- 
wise. 

Retrainees Find Jobs. 

Sixty-nine of the first 100 men 
retrained found jobs in their 
newly acquired skills within 
three months after completion 
of the course. The state’s first 
retraining course was held at 
Welch in the heart of the state’s 
southern mine fields. 

“Most had to go elsewhere to 
find work because of lack of 
employment opportunities in the 
mine fields,””’ McMillen said. 
“Many went to the shipyards in 
Norfolk, Va., to the eastern sea- 
board areas, into neighboring 
Ohio and to construction areas 
in Virginia and West Virginia.”’ 

The one major difference be- 
tween the state and federal re- 
training program is subsistence 
pay. Trainees under the federal 


program will be paid at the rate 


of $23 a week while taking the 
courses. Those under the state 
program receive no subsistence. 

“We believe the subsistence 
pay will eliminate the problem 
of dropouts,” McMillen ex- 
plained. ‘“‘We had many with no 
source of income drop out of 
our state program. The only 
thing the state pays is trans- 
portation costs.”’ 

3500 Enrolled. 

At present, West Virginia has 
about 3500 enrolled in the state 
program conducted in 27 differ- 


ent counties. The West Virginia | 


Legislature appropriated $500,000 
to finance the program during 
the year ending next June 30. 
The federal pilot and state re- 
training programs use high 
school classrooms for the most 
part. The instructors are voca- 
tional school teachers or those 
skilled in certain occupation. 
More than 500 applicants for 
the federal: program which got 


under way this month already | 
have been given aptitude tests. | 


More than 140 of these have been 
certified for retraining. 
Apparently few of the jobless 
are anxious to become waiters 
and waitresses. Officials are hav- 
ing trouble finding enough per- 
sons to start a class. The mim- 


mum number needed is 10. The . 


maximum number depends on 
facilities. 
Nursing Aid Popular. 

On the other hand, nursing aid 
is so popular that enough ap- 
plicants have been certified to 
fill two classes. 

Trainees will receive a maxi- 
mum of 16 weeks’ subsistence. 
Although it is too early to draw 
any statistics from the federal 
program, this is what West Vir- 
ginia has found from its state 
program: 

1. The age of unemployed 
workers enrolled in classes 
ranged from 18 to 59 years. 
The average age was 35.2 
years. 

2. The length of, time the 
trainees had been unemployed 
ranged from one month to five 
years. The average was 8.2 
months. 

3. The educational level com- 
pleted by enrollees ranged 

from second grade to one year 
of college. The average grade 
completed was 8.9. 

4. The number of dependents 
ranged from none to 11, with 
an average of +h

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8—New 
ton N. Minow, chairman of the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission, was rebuked last night 
by Frank Stanton, president of 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, for describing television as 
‘a vast wasteland.” 


Delivering the Benjamin 
Franklin lecture at the Univer 
sity of Pennsylvania, Stanton 
said Minow had adopted a ‘‘sen- 
sationalized and oversimplified 
approach”’ that “grotesquely dis- 
torts’ television’s accomplish- 
ments and public acceptance 

Quotes Minow. 

Stanton refrained from identi- 
fying Minow by name but based 
his remarks on specific quota- 
tions from the chairman’s speech 
of May.9 in Washington 

Stanton’s speech, coupled with 
the address yesterday in Beverl 
Hills, Calif., of Robert W 
Sarnoff, chairman of the national 
Broadcasting Co., was seen as 
the opening of the television in- 
dustry’s reply to Minow’s run- 
ning criticism of the medium 

The FCC will open hearings 
Jan. 9 in Washington on network 
policies and practices 

Stanton said the economics of 
television required concern for 
majority program preferences 
but he stressed that there also 
was appreciation of the needs of 
minorities 

In November, he said, the 
three major networks offered 
more than 1000 hours of pro- 
graming. There were 9914 hours 
of news broadcasts, 2334, hours 
of documentary news, 19 hours 
of discussion, 45 hours of educa- 
tion and religion, 77 ‘hours of 
sports, 63!4 hours of drama, 
eizht hours of panel shows, 84 
hours of situation comedy, 4114 
hours of variety, 8434 hours of 
serial drama and 7434 hours of 
children’s programs. 

There were 56 hours of mys- 
teries and 6014 hours of west- 
erns, a combined total] of 11 per 
cent of all programing, Stanton 
said, in touching on two of the 
more controversial areas of pro- 
graming. 

“IT don’t know of anv satis- 
factory or democratic alternative 
to letting the people set the 
standards of programing by the 
simple act of accepting or re- 
jecting what is offered,” Stanton 
said. 

‘Tliberal Doctrine’. 

Sarnoff attacked criticism of 
television by governmental au- 
thority as “dangerous, mistaken, 

 fiberal doctrine.”’ 

Sarnoff warned a convention 
of executives of M.B.C. affiliates 
to carry out their obligations to 
the public and not use freedom 
as ‘“‘a smoke screen for oppor- 
tunistic self-seeking,”’ but his 
main target was the danger in- 
herent in pressure brought 
against the television industry 
by Government. 

Sarnoff said Governmental! cri- 
ticism of television was illibera! 
because it claimed that the end 
justifies the means, and it was 
mistaken, because ‘it assumes 
that viewing can take place with- 
out the consent of viewers’’ and 
because “it presumes to set up 
standards of what is worthy and 
what is not.”” The danger was 
that it established a precedent 
‘that could be disastrous in the 
hands of some future authority 
who might be unwise, ill-inten- 
tioned or both,” he said 


Testifies Network Control Lets 
Big Firms Take Over TV 
WASHINGTON, Dec. & (AP)— 
“Due to network control, tele- 
vision has become almost the 
exclusive property of the billion 
dollar club of corporations,”’ a 
witness told a House subcommit- 

tee yesterday. 

George J. Burger, vice pres- 
ident of the National Federation 
of Independent Business, gave 
the testimony to a subcommit- 
tee investigating whether small 
businessmen are getting a fair 
chance to advertise on television, 
particularly in evening time 
when the audiences are largest.

Bishop Assails Ban on Service 
Men’s Complaints. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8& 
(UPI)—Bishop Fred Pierce Cor- 
son, president of the World 
Methodist Council, said last 
night a ban against complaints 
by service men threatens free- 
dom of speech. 

Speaking at a homecoming 
meeting in the Bala -Cynwyd 
Methodist Church after a world 
tour, the bishop said threats to 
freedom of speech “are often 
subtle and come by way of pro- 
posals to maintain the national 
security.” 

He then referred to an “order 
which forbids members of our 
armed forces from commenting | 
on situations within and related 
to the armed forces.’’ He said | 
he ‘‘wondered how far such re- | 
strictions will go and with what 
results’’ when a private is pun- 
ished because he wrote a letter 
to his congressman complaining 
about conditions in his camp. 

Bishop Corson said a ‘“‘new 
type of fascism would result” 
unless ways are left open for 
“statements, which are support- 
ed by facts, to get to both law- 
makers and voters.” 


Gagarin Visiting Ceylon. 
COLOMBO, ‘Dec. 8 (AP) — 
Soviet astronaut Yuri Gagarin 


arrived yesterday for a five-day - 


visit to Ceylon. Red flags decked 
the streets along which he rode 
in a welcoming parade.

iy an atmosphere of chaos, adding a dash of this, a soupcon 
of that, never following a 
prescribed prosaic pat- 
tern. The creative cook 
capitalizes on an accident 
when the king and his 
hunting party are late and 
the potatoes have to be 
fried over again. 

I have a few of the 
attributes of the creative 
cook. My work table is 
not very orderly nor am 
I very methodical, but 
when it comes to imagi- 
nation and daring, I'm a 
timid soul who prefers to 
follow the recipe and take 
the advice of the experts. 

For instance, I’ve used 
the same fruit cake recipe 
without variation for years 
I usually bake three of 
them. One is too dry, one 
is too moist and one is just

The Heiress and the Spendthrift Count — 


Anna Gould’s Marriage to Boni de Castellane Cost Her a Fortune and Years

THE MARQUIS DE CASTEL- 
LANE was furious with his son’s 
American heiress bride, Anna 
Gould. In the 1890s the affronted 
aristocrat complained: ‘The little 
bourgeoise paid her money. She 
now bears a name distinguished 
in Fr ace. She has our “osition 
in society. What the devil does 
she expect—to make a saint of 
our bad little Boni?”’ 

Anna Gould, Duchess of Talley- 
rand, died quietly in Paris last 


week with littl publicity. But 
her troubles with her titled 
French spouse Count Boni de 
Casiellane_ filled columns of 
newsprint around the turn of 
the century, 

In her day, Anna was almost 


as newsworthy as the 100-megaton 
bomb. Her first marriage was 
one of the great events of the 
1895 Manhattan social calenda: 
But apparently happiness was not 
included in her wedding gifts 
She did, however, receive a $100,- 
000 diamond cluster, called the 
Esterhazy jewel, a necklace of 
72 diamonds and 700 pearls from 
her brother George, and the 
Castellane donation of five ropes 
of pearls. one of which had be- 
longed to Marie Antoinette 

[wenty-year-old Anna, second 
daughter of railroad magnate Ja\ 
Gould, was heiress to a large 
share of one of America's great 
est fortunes when she married 
the virtually penniless fortune 
hunter, count de Castellane, a 
descendant of princes of Provence 
and the great-grandson of one of 
Napoleon's marshals 

The marriage was a definite 
coup for the Gould family, then 
still scrambling for a foothold in 
New York society. By Yankee 
standards the small, languid 
bridegroom was no great shakes 


He wore a slender mustache and 


combed his soft, fair hair into 
a pompadour. Rumor declared 
he owed his siender figure and 


pink-and-white complexion to 
corsets and rouge. He was, in 
fact, a walking illustration fron 
a novel by Marcel Proust. Some 
of the more outspoken American 
wedding guests labeled him 
“Count Powder Puff.” 

For the wedding, a ton of 
southern clematis and 20,000 
flowers decorated the New York 
town house of George Gould, 
Anna’s brother. A Catholic arch- 
“ishop performed the mixed- 
faith marriage. An opera star 
Sang, and a 20-piece orchestra 
played the wedding march. 

The dark, heavy-featured bride 
had a $6000 lace veil and nine- 
foot train carried by her two 
small nephews attired in white 
silk breeches and satin coats. 
Her bridesmaids’ gowns, cream- 
colored broadcloth trimmed with 


sable, and their huge sweeping 
black Gainsborough hats had 
been designed by the bride- 
groom 

After a wedding breaktast 


with vintage champagne, bride 
and bridegroom ran under a 
pink-and-white awning and drove 
off in a coach amidst a shower 
of rice, while bystanders shout- 
ed ‘“‘Long Live the Count and 
Countess.” 


Anna’s lawyers had settled 
$2,000,000 on the Count at the 
time of the wedding. This, 
however, proved mere chicken 
feed for that aspiring aristo- 
crat. Although the young couw- 
ple’s annual income was $600,- 
000, in the first five years of 
their marriage the Count mas- 
anged to spend $3,000,000 and 
go into debt for $4,600,000. 


Count Bon: greatly admired 
his ancestors, whose style of 
living had helped bring on the 
French Revolution. For Anna's 
twenty-first birthday party in 
France he arranged an outdoor 


ballet lighted with 80,000 Vene- 
tian lamps made in Italy ex- 
pressiy for the fete. The three 


thousand guests walked on grass 
covered with more than seven 
miles of carpet. Fountains of 
fire illuminated the scene, and 
80 ballerinas danced to a 200- 
piece orchestra. The Count was 
determined, he wrote in his 
memoirs, that the fete should 
“equal any given in the glorious 
day: of Versailles.” But Anna 
remained unimpressed. 

Later, he spent $3,000,000 in 
Paris, building a pink marble 


dream palace, an exact copy of 


the Versailles residence of Louis 
XIV, the Petit Trianon. In Boni’s 
palace Anna slept on a bed for- 
merly owned by Marie Antoin- 


ette. Boni retired to a couch 
which had once. belonged to 
Napoleon. They hung their 


clothes in a wardrobe—painted 


by Watteau — worth $280,000. 


They managed to be relatively 
punctual for social engagements 


with the aid of a $30,000 clock. 
For marine. junkets, 
bought a 


hunt that cost $100,000. . 


The Count and Countess kept 
a racing stable of 100 thorough-

In his hey- 
day he owned a dozen railroads. 
He cared little for society. Out- 


side of his family, his interests 
were art collecting, reading and 
gardening. When he died of 
tuberculosis in 1892 at the age of 
57, he left an estate worth 
$94,000,000. But his family had 


led a rather quiet life 


After a time, Boni’s spending 
alarmed the Goulds in New York 


In injured innocence, he pro 
tested that he had never been 
extravagant. His art treasures, 


he said, were sound capital in- 
vestments, and for the rest, 
“Anna Gould allowed me to 
spend her money of her own free 
will.”” (“Honor above  honor’’ 
was the Castellane family mot- 
to.) 


Though the Count thoroughly 
enjoyed spending Anga’s 
money, for her own use he 
gave her only a small allow- 
ance. In leisure moments, he 
beat her. But his infidelities, 
he himself reported in his 
memoirs, were “the orange 
peel on which he was to slip.”’ 
On the afternoon of Jan. 26, 
1906, Anna gathered up her 
three sons and her servants, 
cut off the electricity in the 
pink marble palace, and 
walked out. To her divorce 
lawyer she explained: “I was 
tired of receiving kings and 
emperors one day and slaps in 
the face the next.” 


To his desperate entreaties to 
come back, she sent three post- 
card responses. One read: “‘My 
reply is the refusal of a respect- 
able woman to see such a liber- 
tine.” Another: “‘Sir—I must re- 
fuse to receive you. | am not so 
stupid as Madame X imagines.

Anna her divorce and the custody 
of her three sons. They refused 
Boni the $50,000 annual atimony 
he requested.

Even after he had lost Anna 
and her remaining millions, 
Count Boni remained in the pub- 
lic eye. He cut a dashing figure 
on the Champs-Elysees as he took 
his constitutional in impeccable 
morning attire: gallantly pointed 
mustaches, light gray hat, fresh- 
ly laundered spats, and with a 
pedigreed dog trotting at the end 
of a leash. 


The Duchess of Talleyrand 


Faced for the first time with 
the prospect of earning a living. 
he wrote two volumes of memoirs 
in French: “How 1 Discovered 


America’ and “The Subtle Art of 

‘Being Poor.” He also sold a 
series of articles entitled ‘‘How 
I Won and Lost Anna (Gould's 
Millions.” 

He fought many saber duels 
But one of his most notable en 
counters was with his cousin 
Count Helie de Sagan, later Duke 


of Talleyrand-Perigord. Meeting 
outside a church at a relative’s 
funeral, the Count spat at the fu 
ture Duke and the future Duke 
spat back. Then they whacked 
away at each other's silk hats 
with their malacca’ walking 
sticks. Later, in court, the Count 
de Castellane was awarded 19 
cents damages 

In 1908

Anna married the 


de Sagan. They met for 


the first time when De Sagan 


droppped in on the Castellanes 
at the Chateau de Marais, one 
of the many houses Boni picked 
up in the course of his matri- 
monial venture. Boni later 
wrote: “Little did ] dream when 
| entertained this angel unaware 
that he would eventually own 
Marais and—incidentally—marry 
my wife. Did he come to spy 
out the land, or was his visit 
purely in the nature of chance? 
| have never been able to sat- 
isfy myself.” 

she was 
then known, and the future Duke 
were united in a civil ceremony 
and later at a French Protestant 
church. De Sagan renounced his 
Catholic religion. For a time 
the couple established them- 
selves in the  500-square-mile 
Sagan domain in Germany, be- 
tween Silesia and Brandenburg. 
Sagan had 65,000 inhabitants, 
many public buildings, a city 
hall, lots of chateaux, a Gothic 
church and a river full of excel- 
lent fish. Though master of all 
this and of Anna’s remaining mil. 
lions, De Sagan often was hauled 
into court by creditors. 


He clashed periodically with 
the Count de Castellane, who, in 
an effort to win back his sons, 
charged Anna with neglect and 
unmotherly conduct. Even De 
Sagan's own and Anna’s amil- 
lions could not keep the Duke 
solvent, and eventually he put 
his domain of Sagan up for sale. 

He retained the title of ‘‘Se- 
rene Highness of Sagan,”’ how- 
ever, and for the rest-of his 
life managed to content him- 
self with his French dukedom, 
Anna’s chateau of Le Marais 
in the Seine valley, and her 
marble palace in Paris. 


In 1937, the 78-year-old Duke 


Madame (Gould. as 


died of a heart attack. He was 
survived by Anna and their 
daughter Violette Helene, who 


was born in 1915. Their son How- 
ard had committed suicide over 
an unhappy love <ffair 

Two years after her husband's 
death, Anna, wrapped to the 
nose in silver fox furs and 
clutching her Pekingese, re- 
turned to America. She settled 
down at her father’s castle-like 
estate Lyndhurst in the Hudson 
River Valley near Tarrytown, 
N.Y. Europe, she said, was ‘‘too 
nerve-wracking.” 

During World War II she lived 
at Lyndhurst. A flag flew from 
a turret when she was in resi- 
dence, and the last private chef 
in the Hudson River Valley 
cooked French meals for her. 
During the war she turned a 
handicraft shop on the estate

If such signs are apparent, yes, orthopedic shoes 
can give support to the arch until it has acquired 
strength enough to maintain proper position. 

In adult life, improper shoes, excessive weight, arthritis 
and gout are common factors in foot troubles, but let me 
emphasize that not all feet that ‘‘look flat’’ are subject to 
discomfort. We just aren't all shaped alike. If the feet and 
arches give no pain, there is no reason for treatment. The 
important question is whether the feet, regardless of variations 
in shape, can carry your weight without being placed under 
excessive and hence painful strain. 

Another point to remember: Flatness isn’t the 
only foot defect of either children or adults. If a child 
seems to have arch defects, the physician will look to 
see whether some other element is causing the trouble. 
Relaxed tendons (causing the arch to collapse) my he 
found. Or the heel cords may be too tight, a fault 
that sometimes develops after a spurt of growth. 

So don’t assume that a faulty foot has just a “weak arch.” 

Corrective shoes alone are not enough, Tight socks must 
be avoided. Shoes should be replaced often enough to prevent 
tightness as the foot grows. Fitted arch supports, wedges and 
lifts all have their uses. Going barefoot is permissible except 
in very young children with severe defects 

Proper exercises such as curling the toes, and walking 
on the toes will strengthen foot muscles. 

Defects can be prevented or alleviated by early attention 
to children’s feet; they may often be corrected in adults by 
proper foot support and exercise.
